Nine weeks of controversy over 
enlargem ent of the suprem e court 
and the recent court decisions up­ 
holding New Deal legislation have 
convinced them that: 
1. The adm inistration can now

court. 
2. A comprom ise by which two 
justices instead of six would be 
added to the court would be a c ­

medicine at today ’s luncheon meet 
mg of the Santa Ana Kiwanis club 
in the Masonic Temple. 
Dr. Aleson traced the develop 
ment of mankind through the ages 
from his origin six or eight mil 
lion y ears ago. 
He declared the 
principal law of nature was indi 
viduallsm. 
"Two basic instincts control man 
kind,” 
Dr. 
Aleson 
stated. 
“ The 
hunger instinct is for the preser 
vation of the individual, and the 
other, the sex instinct, is for the 
’ preservation of the race.” 
Cost of Medicine 
He pointed out that the cost of 
medicine was not too high. 
The 
average cost of an American fam 
ily for medicine is from $22 to 
$25 per y ear. 
This same family 
pay s $165 annually for its auto­ 
mobile. 
Tn showing the evils of social 
ized or state medicine, Dr. Aleson 
cited the cases of Germany and 
England, where compulsory health 
insurance has been in effect for 
some time. 
In Germany the patient and the 
doctor are almost antagonists in 
case 
where the closest harmony 
should ex ist. 
Dr. Aleson pointed out that there 
are bills in most every state legis 
lature that provide for state or 
socialized medicine to a certain de­ 
gree. 
Individual Important 
Some 
of the 
bills 
have 
some 
merit, but in most instances they 
would 
prove 
detrimental 
to 
the 
medical practice. 
"The individual is the most im­ 
portant factor in any social sy s­ 
tem,” the speaker asserted, "and 
the doctor's responsibility should 
be directly to the individual rather 
than to some bureau.” 
Through 
modern 
medicine 
the 
mortality rate has 
been reduced 
considersbly . 
Scientific study has 
made it possible to cure many dis­ 
eases that plagued mankind. 
Dr. 
Aleson 
intimated 
that 
through 
such 
social 
practice, 
it 
would easily be possible for medi­ 
cine to slip back into a period 
of "dark ages” where all scientific 
knowledge would dwindle. 
Dr. Harry Huffman, past presi­ 
dent of the club, was the program 
chairman 
and 
introduced 
the 
speaker.

The worth of their moral les­ 
sons is incalcu lable. The crookedest sapling 
may grow into a straight and beau tifu l tree 
with the proper care, the correct amou nt of 
su nlight and of soil conditions.

Trees do not grow by mov ing restlessly 
hither and thither, seeking more fav orable

to

merelv send their roots deeper into the soil, 
drawing from it. the elements necessary 
to their growth. 
With all these associations, doesn’t it 
seem to come almost within the category 
of a crime, to distu rb needlessly , the growth 
and permanence of a tree" We are wonder­ 
ing abou t this, becau se of the possibility , 
of sacrificing the beau tifu l trees on Santa 
Ana High school campu s. 
. 
It seems that these trees which hav e made 
the campu s a thing of u nu su al charm ov er 
a long period of y ears, interfere with pres­ 
ent architectu ral and landscaping plans. Can ; 
this be possible? Are the plans of su fficient 
importance 
and imbu ed with su fficient 
promise of fu tu re beau ty , to merit su ch a . 
wholesale sacrifice of beau ty already estab­ 
lished? 
If trees sprang into their majesty of form i 
and foliage as rapidly as do roses, for in­ 
stance, then it might, be possible to sacri­ 
fice these campu s trees withou t a qu alm. j 
We cou ld see them felled with a degree of 
equ animity , certain that another season 
wou ld see beau ty and grandeu r in their 
place.

May be we’re old-fashioned in ou r ideas of 
what constitu tes beau ty in natu re, bu t we’d 
really like to know what the architects and 
landscape ex perts plan to su bstitu te for 
these trees.

When a Congressman, the other day , 
proposed that Congress shou ld pass a law.
